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on then apply your base color. Once the base is a 


pring is in full swing and flowers are 
blooming all around, so now is the 
perfect time to grow some spring and 
summer flowering annuals of your own. 
Plants are great fun to grow and annuals 
grow really quickly — so there is less 
waiting. 

Annuals are plants that 
germinate, grow, flower and die, all 
within a year. 


But if you're 
going to grow your 
own plants, 
you've got to 
make the grooviest 
pot imaginable to 
grow them in ... and 
that’s easy. 

All you need is a terracotta pot 
and saucer, acrylic paint, paint 
brushes, potting mix, seeds or 
seedlings and exterior Estapol. 

Start with a clean pot. If it’s new, it will 
already be clean. However, if you are recycling 
an old pot, you will need to wash it . 

Once dry, coat both the inside and outside of 
the pot with Estapol and leave it to dry. 

Now it’s time to paint your pot — the brighter the 
better. 

You may need to use a couple of coats to get a 
solid finish. Do an undercoat of white paint first and 


solid color, paint the pattern over it. Leave the 
pot to dry between coats. 

When you're satisfied with the design, leave 
the pot to dry thoroughly before applying another 
couple of coats of Estapol. Apply at least 

three coats to protect the design from 
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chipping or smudging. The more coats you apply, the 
stronger the finish and the longer your design will last. 

The pot will need to be left overnight to dry completely 
before potting up, otherwise potting mix will stick to the 
gloss. 

While you're waiting, 
you can decide on the 
plants you want to 


Look at the labels 
on various plants to help you make 
Se your decision. The label should show a clear 
picture of what your plant will look like in flower, 
so try to select flowers that will match your pot. 
For example — a yellow pot with blue spots 
would look outrageously cool planted with 
“ yellow pansies and blue violas. 

ee If you're worried about how to care for your 
plants just check the information on the back of the 
label. It will clearly describe how to care for each one. 
Flowering plants are heaps of fun, and yours will be 
the best on the block because of the groovy pots in 
which they've been planted.
